Claim 17 has been amended as follows: 

17. (Currently amended) A flow regulation valve in combination with an airbag 
having a deflatable inner chamber, the valve comprising: 

an airbag material defining the deflatable inner chamber of the airbag; 

an inner membrane secured to an inner surface of the airbag material; 

a vent through a central part of the inner membrane for allowing air to be 
expelled from the deflatable inner chamber of the airbag; and 

an outer membrane secured to an outer surface of the airbag material creating a 
raised pucker over the vent-hole, wherein the inner membrane seals against the outer 
membrane preventing air from expelling through the vent-hole when an inner air 
pressure exceeds a predetermined threshold : wherein the raised pucker creates an 
outlet flow path from the vent-hole to at least one open- to-atmosphere end of the outer 
membrane when the inner membrane is spaced from the raised pucker.
